•^ After a conference with Democratic 
members of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee, Speaker Rayburn told news- 
men the group had decided to "fight" 
a series of Republican proposals to 
restrict the scope of the legislation and 
further curb the powers it would 


•confer on the president to lend or 


lease supplies and equipment to na-

tions "resisting aggression."

And the question of revenue is be- 


side the point. 


Cities have to furnish airports be- 


fore they can be considered for any 
kind of air transport. The revenue 
question belongs to air lines, not to 
airports. Helena, Jonesboro and Par- 
ngould furnish airports regardless; 
the revenue question arises only when 
someone promotes a passenger or mail 
line. 


It is true that with* the growth of 


air transport some revenue should ac- 
crue to the city to offset the cost and 
maintenance of the airport property- 
revenue such as ground rental for 
hangars, sale of concessions, terminal 
permits, and so forth But this is 
purely speculative, and common hon- 
esty demands that we understand it in 
that light. 


Nor is air transport any different 


in this respect from the transporta- 
tion systems which preceded it— ca- 
nals, pony-express and 
stage-coach 


linos, railroads, and highways. Al- 
ways the heavy investment in ter- 
minals and equipment has to be made 
before traffic is developed and rev- 
enues built up. 


The gamble is reasonably and fairly 


divided. Local and federal govern- 
ments shoulder the cost of building 
airports, the lesser of the two main 
air transport investments, but the 
one on which there is no immediate 
financial return. On- the other hand, 
the actual airtransport operators have 
to undcrwrighl'thc cost of pinnes arid' 
of maintaining daily schedules— a 
greater total investment than the cost 
of an airport, but an investment on 
which it is expected to earn some 
kind of a profit. 


Behind all of this, however, is a de- 


sire greater than profit—the desire to 
make sure that the newest, fastest and 
greatest of human travel services, Air 
Transport, comes to our city. And 
the preliminary cost to us of that ser- 
vice is negligible by comparison with 
the investments of the older trans- 
portation systems that are already 
built up.

er municipalities to acquire gas dis- 
tribution systems within their limits 
and to issue revenue bonds to pay 
for the property will be prepared by 
City Attorney Cooper Jacoway and the 
City Council Utilities and Legislative 
Committees, council members agreed 
in a special meeting at city hull 
Thursday. The bill was suggested by 
Alderman Gulley.

bers conferred regarding proposed 
purchase ot Little Rock properties ol 
the Arkansas Louisiana Gas Company, 
said Act 324 of 1935 authorizes the 
purchase of utilities by cities but 
makes no provision for the issuance 
of revenue bonds.

Feild and myself, which I had the 
pleasure of arranging at the request of 
the Chamber of Commerce. This con- 
cerned the proposed National Guard 
Armory for Hope. 


At that meeting the matter of the 


necessity of our citizens voting over- 
whelmingly in favor of Governor 
Adkins' Refunding program was also 
discussed and the members of the 
Citizens Committee assured your leg- 
islators that such would be the case. 


I can not urge too strongly the aKr 


solute necessity of all our voters tuim- 
ing out on February 15 and voting for 
the refunding act (No. 4 of 1911) and 
in favor of the Refunding Board is- 
suing bonds to refund the present 
highway bonds. Too often on what 
seems to be uncontroverted matters 
there is a tendency to stay home from 
the election. In this case I want to 
urge till our citizens to manifest by 
their vote their interest in this mat- 
ter and to show our great governor 
our confidence in this proposed pro- 
gram. 


I might add that we hope thus to 


make certain the awarding of some 
contracts to pave some of our high- 
ways, and that we have a great num- 
ber of road district bonds on many 
of our farms and city homes that will 
be raised by refunding. 


Let every citizen do his sacred duty 


on February 15 and cast his ballot in 
the interest of his county and state.

Welfare Bills 
Given Senate 


Merit System 
Provided for State 
Welfare Dept. 


LITTLE ROCK-Wj-The Admin- 


istration dropped six bills, three which 
affect the welfare department, into 
the senate hopper Friday as the up- 
per house mt just before the week-end 
recess. 


The major administration bill in- 


troduced was a measure by Taylor o£ 
Clarksville under which a merit sys- 
tem set up in the welfare depart- 
ment last year would be instructed 
by the social security board. 


Djhtjr 
administration bills intro- 
duced would: 
V 


1. Increase the duties of geologists, 


including corporations and industries 
engaged in the utilization of minerals. 
This bill was sponsored by Baker of 
Newport ,and Pilkinton of Hope. 


2, Make it unlawful to assess any 


state employe for political purposes 
and to prohibit any state employe 
from being members of any political 
party or organization which plans to 
overthrow the government. Sponsored 
by Sheppard of Russcllvillc. 


The last of a series of seven ad- 


ministration school bills introduced in 
the house, measures by Shaw of 
Poinsett, and Gibson of Carroll, would 
extend a provision of the 1937 teach- 
ers' retirement act to 1,000. and to in- 
clude pensions for clerical and admin- 
istrative employes of local school 
boards, officers of the state depart- 
ment, and educators for the blind and 
deaf. 


A committee acted on a bill by Rep. 


Barham of -Sebastian, for the removal 
of the ?1 penalty for delinquent poll 
tax, and the senate sent to the gov- 
ernor, approved by a voice vote, a 
resolution by Mason, of Camden, call- 
ing for the construction of a flood 
control dam on the Ouachita river. 


The house passed 57-0 a bill by 


Spencer ,of Craighead, regulating the 
practice of plumbing in cities over 
10,000 b ycommission. 


The house disposed of a batch of 


non-controversial senate bills and sent 
them to the governor. 


One, by Bratton of Paragould, would 


provide for appointment of a five- 
man board 'to administer the Para 
gould Power Si Light Plant.

Florists can "force' flowers to bloom 


-earlier than usual by applying heat, 
sunlight, \\ater, and special foods 
in the - xight ways. This is known 
as hot-house forcing, and flowers thai 
are so forced may not keep their 
beauty long. 


Many parents, and some educators, 


have tried to get children to bloom 
prematurely by making special ef- 
forts to get them to talk, walk, read, 
or do something else at an earlier age 
than is customary. This has been 
called hothouse forcing of children. 


This sort of forcing of humans is 


largely wasted effort, says Dr. Ar- 
nold Gessel. In addition, he finds 
indications that it may be injurious 
in'the long run. 


Dr. Gesell has made numerous care- 


j, fully controlled, experiments 
which 


show that' special training is not of 
.much use until the child has reached 
the stage in its development when 
it is "in readiness' to walk or talk 
•or .read or write, 
, \ There ,„ is a natural unfolding of 


readiness' fo t&Srrt WHeWs1 things'irt 
every child as he grows. The ffitfd's 
i«sg rnttscies: ifie strong enough for 
walking, lot example, long before he 
starts fo walk. He will hot te able 
fo walk until speclla nerve eenteis 
in the spinal cord have naturally de- 
veloped to the point that they cart 
control the muscles which have been 
strong enough for some time. 


Apparently there are no exercises, 


no encouragement, coaxing or worry 
that parents rnay use tp speed up the 
natural growth ,kof these nerve cen 
ters which-govern the .readiness for 
Walking. It,, is much the same with 
most things "the: child has'to learn as 
it is growing up. 


Some children are ready for va- 


rious phases 'of th'eir development 
earlier than others, Dr.' Qesell has 
found. Reading'can be wisely started 
by some when they are only 5, and 
by others not until they are 7 or 8. 


Dr. Gesell has devoted his life to 


studying growing young children to 
provde specialists with basic informa- 
tion about the growth and readiness of 
children up to the time they start 
school. Dr. Geselt's important work 
now centers in the Clinic of Child 
Development at Yale Umyerstty, New 
Haven, Connecticut. There he has a 
score of rooms for his observations and 
experiments. 
• 


; The rooms are .extremely homelike, 
decorated and furnished especially to 
please the children. The place is 
literally honeycombed with scientific 
apparatus, much of which Dr. Gesell 
himself has developed but this is 
carefully hiden behind false walls so 
the children may be as natural and 
"at home" as possible. 


A number of the rooms have "one- 


way" 
screens which enable scientists 


—and parents, too—to observe the 
children, and at the same time remain 
unseen. Motion pictures can also be 
taken of the children when 
theyj 


are-unaware .of anything except that 
they are enjoying themselves. 


Intelligence testings show only one 


part of the child's development, Dr. 
Gesell finds, and he believes that in- 
telligence has been emphasized too 
much recently, at the expense of oth- 
er aspects of readiness.

in "Comrade X," new comedy star- 
ring Clark Gable and Hedy Lamarr, 
and opening Sunday, .at the Saenger 
theater for an engagement of two 
days. 


Gable plays a daredevil-.American 


newspaperman, and Miss Lamarr a 
Moscow lady street car "motorman" 
in the hilarious, story,, which required 
some Russian speeches for flavor. 


But although there were eighty-one 


lines of Russian dialogue in the script, 
ranging from many 'one-word utter- 
ances to a USOrWord speech, writers 
Ben Hecht and'Charles Lederer found 
occasion to have only fifteen lines of 
them translated Jfor' Gable, so that 
the audience would I'know what was 
being said. 
:' 


Others thrown in 


All the others'were merely thrown 


in as Russian, with-the actors indi- 
cating through gestures, 'mood and 
pantomime the meaning o£ what they 
were saying. 
'" 


The translation of the.-English-writ- 


ten "Russian" lines in the script was 
done by Andrey, Tolstoy, technical ad- 
viser and great-grandnephew of the 
famous Russian novelist, Leo Tolstoy. 
He put the eighty-one "tines" into 
Russian, performing.a task which was 
far from simply substituting Russian 
for English words. J He was required 
to use synonyms and altered phrases 
which the non-Russian actors could 
speak correctly, since Russian con- 
tains many sounds "strange to other 
nationalities. 


"I had to avoid certain 
Russian 


phonetics which would have been 
stumbling blocks for the actors," he 
said. "They were playing native Rus- 
sians, hence they had to speak perfect 
Russian. It was no easy task." 


Easily Understood 


Tolstoy was impressed by the fact 


that his Russian lines could be un- 
derstood by -everyone, regardless of 
whether or not they knew the lan- 
guage.

Text: Luke 16:10-15, 19-23

It is necessary to take the whole 


of the sixteenth chapter of Luke for 
our lesson, as the selected passages 
are interwoven with two stories, or 
parables, both very remarkable, and 
one of them somewhat puzzling—at 
least until we look carefully into its 
meaning. 


The one parable is the story of the 


rich man and the beggar—Dives and 
Lazarus. It does not need much com- 
ment or explanation. The great need 
is that one should not miss its teach- 
ing concerning the things that are 
most worthwhile in life, and the 
worthlessness of the things that men 
seem commonly to seek and to value 
most, when they are tested in some 
real crisis. How comparatively little 
rich men, or any of us for that mat- 
ter, have heeded 
its warning and 


counsel! How few of us are efficient 
enough in building up treasure in 
heaven to warrant our throwing stones 
at other men. The lesson of Dives 
and Lazarus is one that we all need 
to learn and apply in our social 
life. 


The other parable, commonly called 


The Parable of the Unjust Steward, 
is not at all as easy of comprehension.

tence of ample credit supplies on fav- 
orable terms, Mr. Ferguson said, the 
probabilities are that the American 
home building industry during the 
coming year will at least maintain 
the pace reached in 1940 when ap- 
proximately 545,000 new dwelling units 
wore built, according to an estimate 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


The output of new housing accom-. 


modations in 1940 set a 12-year high 
record and compared with 465,000 
dwellings units in 1939 and 509,000 In 
1920. 
Thus, 
more 
than a million 


dwelling units were produced in 1939 
and 1940. 


The important contribution of the 


FHA-insured mortgage program 
to 


this sharp revival in homo construc- 
tion is demonstrated by the steadily 
broadening proportion of home build- 
ing that is being financed by FHA- 
insured loans, the Administrator said. 


In 1940, approximately 180,000 new 


small homes were completed or start- 
ed under FHA inspection as com- 
pared with 142,000 in 1939. The gain 
of about 27 per cent over 1939 in new 
home construction under the FHA 
program compared with the increase 
of 17 per cent in total construction of 
new dwelling units. 


Well over 40 per cent of the new 


single-family homes built in 1940, rep- 
resenting the FHA's primary field of 
operations, were financed by FHA- 
insured loans.

possibility therefore must be recog- 
nized, he said, that emergency defense 
construction needs, such as army bar- 
racks and cantonments, may produce 
temporary stringencies in supplies of 
building materials and labor. 


The Administrator expressed confi- 


dence, however, that for 1941 as a 
whole the facilities of the building in- 
dustry will prove ample to meet 
all present requirements of the de- 
fense program without impeding new 
home construction.
